been located and that virtually all 
hope was abandoned for 53 addi-

tombed behind tons of fallen rock. 


"There seems to be little hope 


of there being any survivors," the 
statement said. 


The coal board said it had es- 


timated that 117, rather than 121 
miners as previously announced, 
were in the mine when it was 
ripped by the blast yesterday. Ten 
of the miners escaped. 


Sixteen bodies were brought to 


the surface from the clear end of 
the blasted passage, and others 
were discovered by rescue work- 
ers who broke through 250 yards 
of rock falls. 


Wives of the miners, some cry- 


ing and others too stunned for 
tears, watched silently, clinging to 
any slim hope for their men, while 
rescuers in oxygen masks toiled 
for more than 12 hours to reach 
the pit, two miles out under the 
Irish sea. Its tunnels extend four 
miles undersea at a depth of 800 
to 2,000 feet.

(e) Bridges shall be maintained in a structurally sound condi- 


tion and shall be cleaned and repainted when necessary. 


(f) An adequate system of warning !>igns shall be maintained 


for the information and safety of the traveling public. 


"2. That the said County hereby requests the Highway Depart- 


ment to submit the aforementioned project with 
recommendation 


that it be approved by the Public Roads Administration of the Fed- 
eral Works Agency, 'and agrees that if such project is approved and 
constructed by the Highway Department and the Public P.oads Ad- 
ministration of the Federal Works Agency, it thereafter, at its own 
cost and expense, will maintain the project in a manner satisfactory 
to them, or their authorized representatives.

1. That the Highway Department will submit a project for the 


improvement of 0.25 miles of Federal-aid Secondary road No. 180 
south of Scarboro, known as State-aid Route 8 and to be designated 
as Illinois .Project S—, Section 2SB, said improvement to consist of 
the construction of a bridge with a 22' roadway and graded earth 
approaches 34' wide and will recommend its approval by the Public 
Roads Administration of the Federal Works Agency for construction 
with funds apportioned to the State under, the Federal Highway Act 
A'ith funds apportioned to the State under the Federal High- 
way Act 
as amended and supplemented, for 
the 
construction 


of secondary or feeder roads; subject. ho\vever to the conditions that 
the County shall provide, for its proper maintenance at the comple- 
tion of its improvement. 


The term "proper maintenance", as used herein, is understood to 


include _the repair and upkeep of all features of the improvement as 
follows:' 


(a) The traveled way shall be maintained to the full thickness 


by the addition of material when necessary; the road surface .shall 
be kept smooth and free from holes; and seal coats shall be applied 
on bituminous surfaces When necessary. 
The traveled way of the 


road shall be properly cleared of snow. 


(b) 
Shoulders, ditches, and slopes shall be maintained to the 


original contour as constructed. 
Vegetation shall be mowed period- 


ically as may be necessary for the elimination of weeds and the safe- 
ty of traffic. 


(c) All drainage structures shall be maintained in a structurally 


sound condition and shall be kept clear of dirt and debris to permit 
proper functioning of drainage as designed. 


(d) Road guard and guard fences shall be maintained in sound 


condition and shall be realigned and repainted when necessary, 


(e) Bridges shall be maintained in a structurally sound condi- 


tion and shall be cleaned and repainted when necessary. 


(f) An adequate system of warning signals shall be maintained 


for the information and safety of the traveling public. 


2. That the said County hereby requests the Highway Depart- 


ment Lo submit the aforementioned project with recommendation that 
it be approved by the Public Roads. Administration of the-Federal 
Works Agency, and agrees that if such Project is approved and 
constructed by the Highway Department and the Public Roads Ad- 
ministration of the Federal Works. Agency, it thereafter, at its own 
cost and expense will maintain the project in a manner satisfactory 
to them, or their authorized representatives. 
The County Board 


shall annually at its September meeting appropriate by resolution 
such funds as may be necessary for the proper maintenance of this 
improvement.

had done along this line. 


"They had pioneered in this re- 


search and there we conferred with 
Vincent Schafer, scientist, and Dr. 
Irving JLangmuir, Nobel prize win- 
ner, both of whom gave us en- 
couragement in our undertaking 
and then we returned home to try 
for ourselves. On November 14, 
Vincent Schafer made the first cer- 
tified snow storm which started 
from his interest from boyhood in 
the study of snow flakes. 


"It is good reasoning to believe 


that rain storms start as ice crys- 
tals or as" snow storms high in the 
air, say 12.000 to 15.000 feet where 
the freezing line is encountered. 
Above that snow, storm you usually 
find 
a. super-cooled cloud which 


contains moisture particles instead 
of ice crystals. 
If by dropping 


small pellets of dry ice above this 
cloud strata, we find that we can 
trigger off this action and we can 
leave a snow storm which will 
i-each the earth as a rain storm. 


Saw Cloud Disintegrate 


''We tried this above our water 


shed with the result that in some 
cases there was a- copious rain fall 
while in other cases, the rain in the 
air evaporated because of the dry 
hot air through which it fell. We 
planned to experiment this summer 
under different 
conditions, 
be- 


cause if it would work this sum- 
mer it should be easy this winter 
to lay down a. blanket of snow on 
the water shed which will keep our 
reservoirs filled. 


"On our last experiment we used 


a DC-3 and 500 pounds of dry ice 
pellets which I threw out of a. hop- 
per from the side of the plane at 
an altitude of 23.000 feet which is 
about as high as this type of plane 
will travel. Observers on the plane 
could see the cloud begin to dis- 
integrat'- and a few minutes later 
it had the ice crystal appearance. 
A number of independent observers 
on the ground reported heavy rain 
fall under that cloud area at the 
same time. One observer estimated 
the rain fall to cover about 12 
square miles. A rancher in that 
area reported rain of cloud burst 
proportions at that time.

Truman's veto of the bill to set 
up a U. S. scientific 
research 


toundation 
is that the 
people 


pushing this proposal got too darn 
smart and slick and scientific for 
their own good. But the x'eto is 
apt to be misuncleistood unless the 
whole history of the bill is known. 


Sen. Alexander Smith of New 


Jersey, who authored the bill this 
year, says the veto will set science 
back ten years. Well, it should be 
no great trick for Congress to 
pass a revised bill next year. Be- 
sides which, the last Congress ap- 
propriated 
no money to set up 


the Science Foundation next year. 
So nothing could have been clone 
if the President had signed the 
bill and no time has been lost at 
all. 


Smith also accused the Presi- 


dent of playing political football 
with the bill. But it would be dif- 
ficult to make the science bill 
more of a political football than 
it has been m Congress for, the 
past five yeais. 


In 1942 West Virginia Democra- 


tic Sen. Barley M. Kilgore first 
got interested in trying to mobo- 
hze science by law. Nobody else 
was interested m 
this subject, 


however. Kilgore revised his bill 
m 1943 and '44, but it still made 
no progress. 


Then in July. 1945. Dr. Vanne-

The Magnuson and Kilgore bills 


differed on thiee points. 


Kilgore wanted the government 


to own and to grant free license 
to use all patents developed on 
government 
financed research. 


Business groups 
opposed 
that. 


They wan led private industry to 
do the research, own the patents, 
and reap the profits on them. 


Kilgore 
thought the 
govern- 


ment should run the whole re- 
search program through full-time 
directors named by the President. 
Bush wanted the directors to work 
only as part-time advisers. 


Third point of difference was 


that Kilgore wanted research in 
the social sciences, while 
Bush 


wanted 
it confined to 
exact 


sciences. 


After joint hearings on these 


and several other bills, the Senate 
in 1946 passed a bill in line with 
Kilgore's ideas. 


But by a fast end run, Senator 


Magnuson was influential m get- 
ting the House to take up his 
bill, incorating the Bush ideas. 
A House Commerce subcommit- 
tee began hearings under the im- 
pression that it was considering 
th3 Senate approved bill. 
When 


the chairman ot this subcommit- 
tee, J. Percy Priest of Tennessee, 
found out different, he let the 
hearings die. and the bill died with 
it. 
Interference And No Touchdown 


This year thp Republicans came 


back strong, took the ball away 
Irom Democrats Kilgore and Mag- 
nuson, and proceeded to run with 


j it. The name was changed to the 


j, Smith bill. To no one's surprise, 
it incorporated the Bush ideas. 


A compromise was reached on 


the patent provisions. 


Social science lesearch was kill- 


ed off. 


On administration. 
Bush 
took 


every trick. As the bill to create 
a National 
Science 
Foundation 


was passed the President was to 
name 24 members, giving due con- 
sideration to recommendations by 
National Academy of Sciences— 
of which Bush is head—the land 
grant colleges and the state uni- 
versities. 


These 24 were to meet and elect 


an executive committee of nine. 
These nine would name the di- 
rector. The nine and the 24 would 
then go home. The nine would 
meet every two months and the 
24 once a year, to advise and rec- 
ommend. In the meantime, the di- 
rector \\ ould be the scientific little 
tin god. Congress would have no 
control over him 
and neither 


w'ould the President. 


This is apparently why the Pres- 


ident thought he'd better veto the 
bill. Its backers had been just a 
little too cute in trying to set up 
a show that they could run, free 
from what they call "government 
interference", but with the tax- 
payer footing the bills.

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New Industry in Polo 


Now engaged in making laboratory equipment for high schools, col- 


leges and industrial laboratories and chemistry sets for children, the Chi- 
cago Apparatus company's Polo plant is shown in the above picture. 
Lodged on the old Polo Hemp Mill site, which was purchased by the city 
concern in November, 1946, the company has ten acres of land and five 


buildings at its disposal. Over 20,000 items are made by the company and 
shipped throughout the United States and to some foreign countries."With 
the company's main office remaining in Chicago, the Polo property is used 
as a production center and overstock warehouse. 


Tnspecting the articles made by the 85 employes of the concern, 60 per cent of 


whom are men from Polo, Dixon and surrounding territory, is one of the jobs of J. 
0. Bengston, vice-president in charge of the Polo plant. Bengston joined the con- 
cern upon graduation from the University of Illinois. All of the company officials 
have been connected with the firm for more than 20 years. 


Important in the life of the junior chemist is the 


test tube collection in his set. Shown preparing tubes 
of the compound, sodium salicylate, for inclusion in the 
completed outfit are three Polo girls who are employed 


in the plant. From left to right are: Donna Bennett, 
who fills the tubes: Eva Wolfe, who seals them with 
corks, and Hazel Steim, who labels the completed por- 
tions of the sets. 


Distributed under the trade name of Chem-Pak, 


each of the chemistry sets is carefully boxed in a sec- 
tioned carton. These are prepared for "the assembly line

Still as Far Behind 
Demand as in 1945 


Sheet Steel Shortage and 


Labor Troubles Add 


To Difficulties

more than two years the nation's 
automobile industry has tried to 
catch up with demand lor new 
passenger cars—and failed. Today 
it appaiently is as far as ever 
from it objectr. «•. 


In nearly 
25 
months 
since 


peacetime production was resumed 
the factories June built fewer than 
4,500,000 cars; during nearly three 
and one-half war years in which 
there was no car production de- 
mand for an estimated 12,000,000 
or more vehicles piled up. 


Authoritative sources 
estimate 


that "live" orders on 
the 
car 


merchandisers' books now total 
fully 6,000,000; at least that many 
more persons, they 
add. 
would 


have orders on file if their cnances 
for delivery were not so remote. 


Next Year No Better 


At present rate of obsolescence 


and factory output the industry 
will be no better situated a year 
from now; orders still are accumu- 
lating faster than deliveries are 
being made. 


It is fairly well established that, 


placing an order today, you can- 
not expect delivery within a year 
of any" of the more widely known 
cars — unless you car. persuade 
vour dealer to give you the vehicle 
someone else ordered many months 
ago. 


Of course many new and prac- 


tically new automobiles continue 
to be available in the nation's! 
used car lots at premium prices. 
But the prices are high and the 
recent round of increases in list 
prices by car manufacturers sug- 
gest they will go even higher. 


Allotted By Quotas 


The general sales managers of 


several volume producers report 
a -widespread impression that new 
cars are easier to obtain in De- 
troit and other auto manufactur- 
ing- centers than they are else- 
where. This is not 
true, 
they 


emphasize, because retailers in the 
car producing areas are supplied 
on a quota basis — a percentage 
of their pre-war sales — just as 
are the dealers at distant points. 


What lies ahead of the industry 


in the next 12 months is anybody's 
guess. Right now it is short of 
sheet steel, just as it was two 
years ago; it also is faced with 
labor problems just as it was im- 
mediately after the war. 


Under the most favorable con- 


ditions the passenger car division 
probably could assemble 4,000,000 
units between now and next July 
31; with numerous new model 
introductions 
scheduled 
to 
be 


spread over the early months of 
next 
year 
involving 
re-tooling 


shutdowns, 
the 
total 
is 
more 


likely to be closer to 3,000,000.

Rio Conference is 


Boon to Harassed 


Peace-Seeking UN 


Can Strengthen 
Hand of 


United Nations With 


Pan Pact

The intcr-Amencan conference 


on hemispheric defense in 
Hio 


de Janeuo. had better have been 
held long ago, but while it is late 
it does arrive at an opportune 
moment to bolster 
a harassed 


United Nations in eff01 ts to re- 
establish and maintain peace. 


The puipose of the conference 


is to implement the historic Act of 
Chapultepec, adopted by the na- 
tions of the two Americas at Mex- 
ico City in March, 1945. This act 
not only provided for cencerted 
action to repel aggression from 
abroad, but aimed to keep peace 
ainon» the nations of the hemis- 
phere. 


The Act of Chapultepec 
was 


nailed by Senator Tom Connally, 
then chairman of the foreign re- 
lations committee of the 
United 


States senate, as one of the great- 
est state papers in the world — 
a new Monroe Doctrine backed by 
all the Americas instead of just 
the United States. The senator 
said the act was a forerunner of 
what it was hoped would happen 
a month later at San Francisco 
where the world security confer- 
ence was to create a new peace 
organization to take the place ot 
the League of Nations. 


Russia Friendly Then 


The conference of Chapultepec 


was held as the allies were deliv- 
ering the final knockout blow to 
Xazidom. The 
big- three—Amer- 


ica, Britain and Russia — were 
close brothers in arms and all was 
honey and flowers among- them. 
Few there were who doubted that 
Ihis trio of powers would be the 
backbone of the new United Na- 
tions. Certainly there never could 
come a time when there would be 
a serious clash among them. 


Perhaps it was partly because 


of this feeling of security that 
the nations 
of the 
Americas 


didn't get together sooner to mv 


plemcnt the Act of Chapultopcc. 
although of course the differences 
between the U. S. A. and the Ar- 
gentine were the direct cause of 
much delay. Anyway thi matter 
has been allowed to drag along 
until now the security oi the west- 
tern hemisphere has become a 
matter of grave concern. 


Russia, Britain and America no 


longer are the big three in unity. 
They are the 
big two and the 


big one, leadeis respectively ot 
the western and the eastern blocs 
of nations. They aie at swords 
point around the world. Even the 
the United Nations ha.s been made 
impot'-nt by Russia's employment 
of the veto in connection with 
vutually every major issue that 
has arisen. 


Need Defense Solidarity 


Thus the most important serv- 


ice which the U. N. has been able 
to render has been to provide 
a theatre in which to epitomize 
the battle of the great powers. 
This fight has emphasized 
that 


that there are two worlds and not 
the one which had been so eager- 
ly sought—that Russia is bent on 
global revolution for the spread 
of communism. 
It has became 


clear that peace is in danger ot 
being disrupted again. ' 


And so it is encouraging now 


to see the Rio meeting finally un- 
der way. It is in no way a chal- 
lenge to the U. N., since regional 
agreements among 
nations are 


permissablo under the charter ot 
that organization. On the 
con- 


trary a pan-American agreement 
for defensive solidarity would pro- 
vide a grand complement to the 
U. N.. and would strengthen its 
hand immensely. 


The writing on the wall is clear. 


The time has arrived when the 
western hemisphere should go all 
out in providing for solidarity ol 
defense.
